A stand 
in the rear of the stage did not have 
a hose. No other safeguards against 
fire were above the basement. No 
hose had been procured for the stand- 
pipe. Fifty feet of two-inch hose on 
a reel was the entire fire apparatus 
under the .foyer. Four small reels of 
hose were ill that were in the the- 
atre. These were to be. connected to, 
the water meter and the stand-pipes 
whose location was only known 
to 


workmen. There had never been any 
drills for fires. 


Brunswick, and William J. Harnoy of 
Trenton, were injured 
in a riot in

Harnoy with an iron bar, snatched his 
pistol and shot right and left. More 
than a dozen shots were fired. "When 
Brooks had used ill but one shot he 
tried suicide, but the gun failed to ex- 
plode. He was overpowered when des- 
peratelv "wounded and died later in a 
cell by hanging himself.

New York, Jan. 8.— United States 


District Attorney Youngs spran 
sensation in the trial of ex-Consress- 
man Edmund H. Driggs before Judse 
-B. B. Thomas in the United States 
Circuit court. In cross-examination 
he got from the man on trial, who had 
been called to the stand by his attor- 
ney, the admission that George W. 
Beavers, former Superintendent 
of 


the Salaries and Allowances Division 
of the postoffice, had received 
from 


him certain sums of money "for cam- 
paign purposes." 


The admission was obtained 
only 


after considerable beating about the 
bush, 
during which the witness 


seemed to be trying to evade a direct 
answer to the cuestion. 


Judge Thomas denied Hugo Hirsh's 


motion for a dismissal of the case on.

that it would have to go to the jury. 


Cashier N. E. Woodward of the

LIQUOR 


Interests Consolidate to Fight Prohibi- 


tion—United Effort to be Made. 


Cincinnati Meeting. 


Cincinnati, 0., Jan. 8.—A united ef- 


fort on the part of the retail liquor 
dealers of the United States to protect 
their interests against the prohibition 
element was marked Thursday after- 
noon in this city by tiie amalgama- 
tion of three national organizations, 
representing 160,000 retail liquor deal- 
ers.

To Prevent Massacre of Jews on Rus- 


sian Christmas—Armed Men 


Threaten Hebrews. 


London, Jan. 8.—There is no news 


from Kisheuev this morning to indi- 
cate that the reports of a possible re- 
newal of the massacres ot" Jews 
in 


Russia yesterday 
has taken 
place.

Rothschilds with the result that a 
memorial has been presented at the 
foreign office requesting its good offi- 
ces on behalf of the Russian Jews. 


Kishenev, Russia, Jan. S.—So de- 


termined are the Jew-baiters to carry 
out tho massacre they had planned 
for yesterday, the Russian Christmas, 
that the Governor has found it neces- 
sary to proclaim martial law and 
threaten with severest penalties those 
who disturb the peace. 


Early in the morning it became ap- 


I-arent that unless vigorous measures 
ivere taken to prevent it the butchery 
would, be carried out according to pro- 
gram. 


Great crowds gathered in the streets 


hissing the Jews who were 
abroad 


and driving them to their homes in 
fright 


Crosses were placed on their doors 


by Christians to show their immunity 
from the mob's fury. 


Stones were thrown through 
the 


windows of houses in the Ghetto, and 
the frightened inmates were dared to 
come forth and show themselves. 


The fear that has hung so heavily 


over the heads of the Jews since they 
ivere told that another massacre was 
to be perpetrated January 7 became a 
;>anic, and they barred every door and 
nndoiv, huddling in back rooms and 
listening in freight to the menacing 
sounds 'Vithont Nightfall found them 
still locked in their homes.

aid in placing the state funds for ed- 
ucational purposes, and lend support 
to the development of a normal school 
system. I am a firm believer in nor- 
mal schools rightly 
conducted. Per- 


haps th j matter of first importance in 
formulating a school code is the man- 
ner of representation on Boards of Ed- 
ucation. 


"City boards should consist of an 


odd number, preferably five, elected 
at large, for a term of five years. 
There is no principle touching the 
conduct of educational 
affairs upon 


which educators 
are 
more nearly 


united than upon the manner of elect- 
ing Boards of Education. 
I have no 


sympathy with the compromise in- 
dorsing 'local option' in the matter of 
representation on Boards of 
Educa- 


tion. 


"Uniformity of a system is of the 


utmost importance to educational pro- 
gress. One member of City Boards of 
Education should be elected at each 
general election 
held in November, 


and assume the duties of his office on 
Ihe first day of January. Election in 
the fall will insure a much fuller ex- 
pression of choice on the part of the 
public. And by assuming the duties 
of the office in January a member will 
become familiar with the duties of 
his office and especially with the work 
of teachers before the time of elec- 
tion of teachers for the following year. 


"Superintendents of schools should 


be elected for at least two years or 
"or an indefinite time, subject, how- 
ever, to removal at any time. 


•'I am not in favor of delegating to 


superintendents power to employ and 
dismiss teachers, though the superin- 
tendent should be employed at a time 
arly enough to lend advice in the em- 
ployment of teachers. We should 
mve 
a State 
Superintendent 
of 


Schools, who should be a member of 
the State Board of Education. He 
hould be elected 
or appointed for 


not less than three years, and he 
should have a salary of not less than 
S3.500. The township should be the 
mit of organization, with a Board of 
Education of three members, elected 
for three or five years. 


"We should have a County Superin- 


tendent, to be appointed possibly by 
the State Board of Education. I do 
not favor one man power carried on 
to the extent that this power is car- 
ried under the 
Cleveland 
system. 


Teachers should be paid better sal- 
aries, but we must have better teach- 
ers to pay these salaries to."

self, and take up a cross. 


We should deny ourselves every- 


thing sinful, ungodliness and forldly 
lusts. We should live righteously in 
this world, denying oursc-lves every- 
thing which might be a temptation to

work a miracle in saving him, bj 
throwing himself in the way of tempta- 
tion. We should deny ourselves every 
appearance of .evil, every sensual 
pleasure, worldly amusement whicl' 
cannot be followed .with, an eye to the 
glory of God.
